From Instant Death—Charles Ejiffert and

Early this morning, atan hour when 500 ,000 
people lay sleeping, heedless of danger, 4 
horror burst upon the city such as has not 
been equaled herein years. Ina moment of 
time the work was done which sent eight souls 
to their last account and threatened the lives 
of hundreds of helpless men, women and chil- 
dren. What the destroying agent was is a 
mystery that may never be solved. It wrecked 
$10,000 worth of property and mangled the 
bodies of ten human beings, almost wiping 
one large family out of existence. Added to 
the horror of explosion and wreck was fire, 
which sprang from the ruins and feasted on 
the bodies of the dead apdthedying. The 
crowd that collected at the scene knew

Miss Pattie Bryant,a young lady about 20 
years of age, was the only person saved out of 
No. 9, and her experience was thrilling in the 
extreme. She isa resident of Columbus, Ky., 


and her father, Dr. J. H. Bryant, practices | 


in Columbus and Cairo, Ill. Miss Bryant 
came on to visit her sister, Mrs. Devere, over 
two months ago. To a PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter this morning Miss Bryant told 
of her narrow escape: ‘I was 
sleeping in the second-story back 
of No.9. The firstd knew of the explosion 
was the sound as of the eruption of the volcano 
at the ‘Last Days of Pompeii.’ I had 
been out to see it but a few 
days ago and it made a_ strong 
impression upon me. So when the uproar 
came it seemed to me as if I was dreaming of 
the volcano. Then there was a confused 
sense of falling, faling—Oh, my God, I can 
feel it yet,’’ she cried, as she put up herhands 
toher throbbing head. ‘‘And then,’’ she 
went on, ‘‘the bricks began to fallin on me 
and I lost all consciousness. Something must 
have hit mein the head. Then all of a sud- 
den I woke up and found’ myself 
standing almost straight up. I was leaning 
my back against something, but was standing 
nearly erect.

I laid out 
the cards and was bending to the new game 
when I heard aloud report and the table slid 
away from before me. A second or 
two elapsed when I heard another 


report very much as if two bombs had been 
| fired into the air. 


The explosions followed 
with only a few moments intermission. 
jumped to my feet and found the floor sinking 
away from under me. I reached out and 
seized the jam of the door endeavoring to get 
a foothold. I slipped down towards the north, 
as you see the floor fell that way, but 
managed to retain my clutch on the door, 
I saw then that the fire had broken out, as the 
light came to me through the open side of the 
house. I saw at the open doorthat the way 
down the stairs at the south side of the house 
was clear, and ] started out wen! heard acry 
for help. The crashing had subsided. I knew 
atonce it was Mrs. Belle Wilson who was in 
the front room. I couldn't go and leave 
the woman there, so I started back. 
I couldn’t reach her sol extended my hand to 
her and called out to come to me. She was 
afrxid, but no time was lost in getting her, I 
drew her to me and regaining the door car- 
ried her down stairs, feeling pretty badly 
shakenup, but considerably better for having 
rescued the woman. The floor of the room 
was then declining towards the ruins 
next door and the whole place was 
laid open. I am very sure thatI heard two 
explosions, and that they were only afew 
moments apart. I don’t know any explana- 
tion for the explosion. I didn’t know the 
Newmans very well, asthe lady I board with 
only moved into that house two weeks ago. 
The lower story was not yet occupied. I be- 
lieve a cigar-maker named Boyle was going 
to move into the room to-day.’’ 
MRS. BELLE WILSON, 

who was rescued from the second story of No. 
1] South Fourteenth street by Eiffert recov- 
ered sufficiently from her fr ght to revisit her 
wrecked home, to superintend the removal of 
some of the furniture from the rear room, 
which was left almost undamaged, except 
for the mortar and dust which was 
blown into the room by the force of the 
explosion. Owing to the insecure condition of 
a portion of the perch of No. 9, which still 
stood in position pendant from the roof, but 
without any rest below the floor, she was not 
permitted to move the heavier articles of fur- 
niture. When asked to-day concerning her 
experiences, she said: ‘‘Oh, I hardly remem- 
ber what happened last night. I went to bed 
about llo’clock. Nobody was in the house 
at the time. I don’t know how long I 
had been asleep when I was startled 
by aterrible report Ijumped up in bed and 
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Katie Newman. 
cried out for help, the floor was sinking away. 
Just then Mr. kiffert came tothe door. I saw 
the fire breaking- out andthe floor sinking 
down to the ruins, and I said we had better go 
to the front window, from which we would be 
rescued, but he caught me up and carried me 
out to the landing and down-stairs in my 


night-dress,’’ 


DAMAGED BY THE FALLING WALLS. 


Narrow Escape of pr. Russell Abel’s Fam- 
ily—The Story They Tell. 


Dr. Russell Abel and his family occupied 
the second story of the building atthe south 
west corner of Fourteenth and Market streets. 
Beside the doctor and his wife Mr. Frank 
Doane, Miss McSwain and the doctor’s step- 
daughters, Laura and Alice Estill, slept in the 
suite of rooms on the east side of 
the hall. Miss Laura and Miss MeSwain 
occupied the end room, which was 
only twenty feet across the alley from 
the north line of the Newman house. The 
windows on the west, south and east sidea of 
the street were blownin, knocking down the 
furniture and scattering glass through the 
rooms, Inthe third room removed from the 
south wall anew heating stove, which had 
just been putup, was shaken to pleces and 
strewn about the floor, A handsome hanging 
lamp wasthrown to the ground and broken 
to pieces. Mrs. Alice Abel said that 
the damage done to her house extended 
to every room in the suite. Laura Estill, who 
sleptinthe south room with Miss McSwain, 
experienced the full force of the explosion. 
‘*We were sleeping with the cover over our 
heads,’’ said she, ‘‘when the terrible expie- 
sion woke us. The window was blown in and 
the broken glass scattered all over the bed. 
It was lucky we had our faces covered. The 
building shook and we hurried into the other 
rooms.’’ 

Dr. W. B. Conery’s office in the west side of 
the same building are windowless to-day, and 
the rooms are covered with mortar and broken 
glass. On the first floor, the rear of the sa- 
loon, which is located at the corner was badly 
battered in. A dressmaker’s store just west of 
the saloon was dumuyged by falling plaster. In 
the rear of this and running out to Fourteenth 
street Burte’s butcher-shop is located. The 
southwest corner of this room was pushed in 
by the mass of debrisfalling against it from 
Newman's store. 

Chas. Schneppe’s cigar store at 1406 and 
Fred. Brocksieck's tailor shop at 1406 Market 
street, were damaged principally by the break- 
ing of giass from the explosion,

How the Explosion Affected the Vicinity—A 
Servant’s Close Call, 


The experiences of the people living in the 
the block were more or less stirring according 
to their location. Those living a few 
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doors south of Nos. 7 and 9 on Fourteenth 
street and those living on “Targee 
street, the rear of whose houses 
look right out upon the ruins. 
The first thoughts of those shocked were radi- 


eally different. Some cried ‘‘earthquake’’ 
and waited in a suspense that seemed 
like hours forthe expected shocks. Others 
thoucht the big Park Flour Millis had ex- 
ploded, while those whose fears had been 
worked upon by the blustering of the Anar- 
chista, prayed in the darkness that they might 
be deiive:.ed from the hands of the Nihilists.

the doors had been biown open, the bolts 
being scattered over the floor. The 
window panes were broken out, and 
the big rocking chair was rocking 
violently as if moved by an unseen 
hand. <A closet door which had been 
bolted tight was burst open and _e the 
shelves were lying in confusion. The 
pet dog was barking, the chil- 
dren erying, and altowether it was 
hard for the parents not to believe that spirits 
had been at work. Their loss is chiefly in 
giass and ruined door locks. 

At No2l, Mrs. P. J. Baldwin slept through it 
all and did not awake till somebody yelled fire 
under the window. Yet the glass in the house 
wus shaken out. 

At No. 25, George L. Grupe and his family 
of five were awakened by the blowing in of 
the biinds and the blewing out of the glass. 
Some of the family were bounced out of bed, 
— others were only straightened np in 

ed. 

At No. 27, Mr. and Mrs. G. Weibel and a 
family of five, had am experience similar to 
thatof the Grupes. The loss at Nos. 2 and 
27 4 «6was trifling, only a few punes 
of glass being broken. Mrs. Weibel was so 
badly excited by the shock that she heard the 
cry of fire first, and then felt the explosion. 
The others, however, agree that the cry of 
tire was second. 

On Targee street the buildings whose rear 
was in the line of the explosion have scarcely 
a whole pane of glass left in them. 
The most exciting ordeal on this street was 
passed through ‘by Miss Emma  Vein- 
furt, a domestic working for  Philiip 
Block at No. 4. She was sleeping in the thir 
story back. The only window of her room 
faced north, but the rear extended 
east far enough tocarry the window east of 
the wallofNo LW. Soitlooked out upon the 
kitchen roofs of the houses tothe north. This 
open sweep is what nearly ended the girl's lite. 
Her bed lay alongside the window. The torce 
of the explosion hurled the window-sash and 
glass upon her, but the bed clothes saved her 
from injury. Immeeiately after a large 
section of plaster fell from the _ ceiling 
directly upon her face, cutting her 
cheek, filling her mouth with the 
plaster and nearly suffocated her. It was some 
moments before she could et her 
breath, but when she did she very 
soon fet the people of the house 
know she needed them up stairs. Mr. Block. 
in the second story back, had a large quantity 
of glass blown In upon his face, but escaped any 
painful injury. The damage to windows here 
and on Targee strect in general, Was more ex- 
tensive than on Fourteenth street. The foree 
seemed to expend itself chiefly in a north- 
ern direction, and when it struck the rear 
windows on Targee street the sashes and 
blinds were ruined,

From Newman's Grocery. 


Mrs. I. G. Harvey's house, No. 8 South 
on street, is directly opposite the 
Newman wreck. This morning the force of 
the explosion, as felt there, was terrific. ‘*] 
thought jedgament day had come, sure 
enough,’ said she this morning. Her house is an 
old, low two-story building, whieh had just 
been repaired by ber landlord, but which to- 
day stands badly shaken and partly wrecked. 
The front door was biown in, tearing off 
the lock and knob. Through the window 
just beside the door a cart-load of small tim- 
ber, glass and mortar was carried and strewn 
aboutthe floor, Wm. Hamilton and Charlies 
and Julius Profit, all colored, who occupy the 
second-story front, have had a similar expert- 
ence. Thesash of the window was dashed 
in and a quantity of buliding material was 
strewn aboutthe room. Theinmates of Mrs. 
Harvey's house were so badly frightened by 
the explosion that they were of little assist- 
ance to one another for sowe time. 

Mrs.M.Landrigan of No.12 South Fourteenth 
street hada similar experience. A section of 
wood went from the buildings across the 
street, broke down her doors, and lodging 
in the corner of the room pushed the walls 
apart. The windows in A. BR. Meore’s builid- 
ing, No. 24; A. Fine, cigar store, No. 22; Kieint 
& Zimpelménno, architectural carvers,and Bar- 
low'’s grocery, were shattered by the ex- 
plosion.

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WAS IT DYNAMITE? 


A Little Girl’s Explanation of the Explosion 
—Other Theories. 


When the report of the explosion went thun- 
dering through the neighborhood this morn- 
ing it brought all the members of Mr. Parker’s 
family on Targee street to their feet. They 
occupy the most southern house in 
the row opposite the Newman store. Last 
night the family attended Pope’s Theater, re- 
turning about 11:30 0’clock. They had retired 
when the explosion took place. Mrs. Parker, 
who lives with her foster-mother, 
became considerably alarmed. It was sup- 
posed at first bythe family that it was the 
boiler of the fouring mill near by which had 
‘blown up. Shortly after the report Mrs. 
Parker went to her chfld’s bed and said: ‘‘Get 
up Louise, Newman’s house is on fire.’’ 
The child opened her eyes and said: ‘‘Ob 
ves, I know allaboutit, They blew it up with 
dynamite. I heard them say they would.’*’ No 
attention was paid to this report until it acci- 
dentally reached the ears of a reporter, who 
found Mrs. Parker at home, When she was 
questioned about the child’s remurk she said: 
‘Oh, yes, I remember that she made such a 
remark, butl attached no importance to the 
story. Loulse is very truthful, and 
if you consider it worth your 
while you may talk to her.’’ A messenger 
was sent to the Eliot School and soon re- 
turned with the child, a bright, quiet, little 
girlof 7years. At first she declined to talk 
in the presence of stranger, but 
was soon drawn out r mother 
and graadmother. She **You 
know the evening I had to go to Barlow’s late? 
Well, that evening I saw two men on the 
corner of Fourteenth and Market streets. They 
just came around from Fourteenth street. One 
of them said: ‘‘I’ll blow’ the place 
up with dynamite.’’ After I came 
back with the milk they walked up to Targee 
street and then went down to the lot near the 
school, where they crossed over. I don’t 
know wherethey went then.’’ It was soon 
agreed that on Saturday evening late she was 
sent to the grocery to get some cream, 
She stood a eross-examination without a fal- 
ter. When asked to describe the men she 
said: ‘‘One was alarge man with a heavy 
black mustache and the other was a small 
man “with a little mustache like my papa’s. 
Myrtle Haney was with me.’’ 

‘*‘Did she hearthe man say he would blow 
the place up with dynamite?’’ 

‘‘Idon't know if she did, she didn’t say 
anything to meaboutit. She was frightened 
and wantedtorun. I wouldn’t run at first, 
but I got excited afterwards und I did run,.’’ 

‘*PDid you ever see the men before?’’ 

‘‘No, sir, Inever saw the men before. The 
large man wore a black suit, but I didn’t no- 
tice how the small man was dressed.’’ 

‘*‘Are you sure you heard him say dyna- 


mite?’’ 
‘*‘Yes, sir; that’s what he said. 


ing right close by him.’’ 

No amount of questions confused the child’s 
story, which may possibly have great 
significance in the ultimate clearing up of the 
mystery. The peculiar fact about the story is 
that the child mentioned the dynamite the 
moment she opened her eyes when 
aroused by her mother. She istoo voung to 
understand the importance of her statement 
and for this reason it cannot be suspected 
that she has indulged her imagination with- 
Out any facts to go on. 

OTHER THEORIES. 

Inspector Dan Siegmund of the &t. Louis 
Gaslight Company said: ‘‘I donot think that 
the explosion was caused by gas, as the quan- 
tity of gas that could be beld in that house 
could not have caused such an explosion. 
There was only a three light-meter in that 
house, and tomy mindthereis no reason to 
believe that the explosion was caused by es- 
caped gas becoming ignited.’’ 

At the wrecked store the proprietor carried 
about twenty gallons of gasoline in a tank 
on the firstfloor. The most general theory 
was that the explosion was caused by 
the ienition of this oil. The house was 
furnished with electric wires, the current of 
which may have caused aspark at the tank. 
Some experts in gasoline viewed the wreck 
this morning and ciaimed that gasoline could 
not have caused such a wreck. 

A report spread to-day that the body of an 
unknown man, supposed to be a burglar, had 
been found in the ruins, but there was no 
truth inthe rumor. This report ran in con- 
nection with a theory that this burglar had 
entered the house and while groping about 
had dropped a matoh near the gasoline can.

Another theory is that rats ignited some 
matches near the tank. 
DYNAMITE IN THE NFIGHBORHOOD. 

During the day the dynamite theory received 
some confirmation in the development of facts 
connected with the past history of the locality 
taken in by Fourteenth street, Market and 
Targee streets. The man Newman, 
who lived in the house which 
was shattered this morning was said to have 
been a Fenian of the most pronounced and 
violent order. Then the recent street- 
car strike ewas brought into the 
story and the discovery of dynam- 
ite in the locality (Targee' street) 
was recalled with some effect. It was rem em 
bered how, shortiy after the perpetrators of 
the dynamite outrages which terrorized the 
city at that time, were discovered 
the terrible compound was found 
in quantities in the neighborhood where, 
there was excellent reason to believe that it 
had been made and prepared. Some theorists, 
bolder than the rest, even went s9 far as to 
charge that Newman himself hadsomething to 
do with the making of that particular 
dynamite, but there is no reason 
to believe that he was thus connected on the 
evidence so far adduced. Detail was sacrificed 
somewhatto the main fact that the unsalable 
stuff had been found nearthe spoton which 
the wrecked house had been built and this 
consideration scemed to swamp every other. 

The dynamite theory is the most popular 
one and many ridiculed the idea of gasoline 
or even gas having sufiicient power to Cause 


such extensive disaster. 
THE TANKS DID NOT EXPLODE. 

Deputy Coroner Hennessy to-day made an 
examination of the premises where the ex- 
plosion took place. He carefully’ § ex- 
amined the tank in 
line was kept and 
which coal-oil was kept. They were both in 
their places and neither damaged any, except 
such damage as they would naturally receive 
trom the debris falling onthem and fromthe 
fire. There was no bursting report as, in Mr. 
Hennessy’s opinion, would be the case if they 
had exploded. The Deputy Coroner is of the 
opinion that it wasa gas explosion of some 
kind, either sewer-gas or illuminatiug-gas. 
As yet the dete of the inquest has not been 
set. : 

WAS HE EXPERIMENTING? 

Mr. Newman was well liked | his neigh- 
bors, though he was known to be a man of 
hasty temper. It was reported to-day that he 
was inthe habit of trying experiments with 
explosives. 
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THIS MORNING 


Thousands of People Gather at the Scene 
of the Explosion. 

The scene of the wreck was visited this 
morning by thousands of people. Men, women 
and children crowded about, filling Fourteenth 
street and all the alleyways about, many 
of them astanding dangerously near the 
hanging wall of the building No. 9 
South Fourteenth street. About 9 o’clock 
ropes were stretched around the building and 
the crowd was kept outside, but the Interest 
in the matter did not seem to abate allthrough 
the morning. 

The wreck was most complete. The build- 
ings most damaged were Nos. 7,9, lland 13 
South Fourteenth street, the row of two-story 
brick stores and flats recently erected. To 
the north were two buildings, the first 
a meatshop kept by Henry Burke, 
the second, which was the corner 
building, being occupied as a saloon by Tracy 
& Cella. On the south of the row of four build- 
ings was the paint shop of J. Kirby. The 
saloon on the corner had had all of 
ite windows shattered and oné sash 
blown completely out by the shock. The mar- 
ket shop, a two-story brick building had 
been shaken up 80 that much of the plastering 
had fallen from the walisand ceiling while 
a big hole had been blown in the side wall of 
the building near the rear on the ground floor. 
The paint shop of Kirby on the south had been 
badly shaken up and nota pane of glass was 
ieft in the windows. The house adjoin- 
ing iton the north, the house numberea 13, 
bad bardly been touched, in fact it was noted 
as an extraordinary incident that the windows 
and the window glass in this building re- 
mained intact, while on either side was de- 
vastation and ruin. 

THE THREE BUILDINGS 
which have been completely wrecked were 
those numbered respectively 7, 9and138. No. 
I was the Newman house. Not an inch of it re- 
mained standing. It was razed to the founda- 
tion stones. Filling up the cellar 
was a miscellaneous wass of bricks and 
mortar on top of which lay big charred tim- 
bers. Remnants of bureaus and chairs and the 
contents of bureau drawers were strewn about 
in confusion. Near the center of the wreck lay 
a half-burned wicker chair and a zinc-covered 
trunk. Bits of olothing were scattered 
around and pieces of flooring covered with 


| morning. 


carpet were twisted and broken. The water 
and gas pipes were twisted and broken and a 
little stream of water trickled through 
the pile of brick intherear. Mingled with the 
debris in the cellar were cans of grocery 
goods, boxes of soap, barrels of flour, twisted 
and broken, and their contents scattered over 
everything, Wet feathers from torn mattresses 
clung tothe bricks. Doors broken from their 
hinges rested half buried among the timbers. 

The second honse, No. 9, was a complete 
wreck with the exception only of the front 
wall and the the wall and porch in the rear. 
The floor bad fallen to the basement while the 
division wall which separated the back 
of the house from the front was 
standing on one end. The roof 
had fallen almost to the bottom, but arching 
in the middle it had lefta sort of tunnel, 
through which the firemen burrowed 
for Mrs. Beasley’s body. Near the front 
wall, on a pile of broken brick, lay the 
torn mattress on which Mr. and Mrs. Devere 
had been found. Above, the walis of the 
third building, No. ll. had fallen, but the 
floor had not broken from the south 
wall, and it sloped toward the _  base- 
ment abruptly. A bed which stood in 
the southeast corner of the front wall, in a lit- 
tle alcove, was tipped toward the abyss below, 
where a bureau, its drawers shaken half 
out, was standing on its head. Just 
below ita leather trunk marked ‘‘bella Wil- 
son, St. Louis,’’ had slid down and was rest- 
ing on the division wall. The roof of No. ll 
had caved in but had not fallen. It hung 
threateningly over the porch in the rear. 

AMONG THE VISITORS 
to the scene of the wreck this morning were 
Mayor Francis, Building Commissioner kle- 
dus, Ernest Peugnet, whoplaced theinsurance 
on the buildings, Comptroller Campbell, Ed 
Fox, who had felt the explosion at Dillon and 
LaSalle streets, and other well-known people. 
Chief Lindsay, and Capt. Evans of the Salvage 
Corps were onthe ground all through the 
search for the bodies.

POLICEMAN O’CONNOR’S STATEMENT. 


The Terrible Scene of Confusion Described 
by an Eye- WV itness. 


Police Officer Dan O’Connor was walking 
east on Market street when he heard the ex- 
plosion. He told the story of the terrible oc- 
currence while standing on the ruins this 
‘*‘My first impression,’’ said he, 
‘‘was that the boiler of the Park Mills had 
exploded. I started in the direction of the 
report,giving the engine company at Fifteenth 
street a still alarm as I passed and turning ina 
general alarm from the box. I then ran down 
to Targee street, but soon saw that the alley 
was cut off. Clouds of dust filled the air and 
enveloped the ruins in adjoining buildings so 
that you could not make out your way. I 
ran to the Fourteenth street side and 
hurried up tothe alley,which could be reached 
through a smali entrance, with the location of 
which I was perfectly familiar. When I 
reached the pile of debris in the rearof the 
building, which seems tq have fallen in a 
northwesterly direction, the fire was then 
hissing out through the ruins. The root 
had sagged down and from under 
it the blaze shot across the way, 
I was then within fivefeetof where Mr. and 
Mrs. Newman lay. I could hear the woman 
cry out in agonizing tones: ‘Oh, Lord! Oh, 
Lord! Help! Help!’ but I could do nothing to 
help them as the flames held us back from the 
point at which they were buried. I ran out to 
Fourteenth street to askthe Fire Department to 
play a streamnn on that point. ‘I think 
it was Company No. 14 that laid 
a line into the alley over the 
ruins and began playing into the fire. It 
was not until the fire was extinguished that 
the firemen could approach close enough to 
attemptto give any assistunce to the unfor- 
tunate persons imprisoned in the fallen build- 
ing. The work of rescue was then begun. 
Mamie, aged 18 vears, and Nellie Newman, 
aged 15, occupied the front room, and sank 
with the floor to ‘the cellar near the Four- 
teenth street line; Michael Newman, aged 52 
years, his wife, aged 46 years, and Katie, aged 
ll years, sleptinthe middle room, while the 
boys occupied the end room. The bodies of 
Mrs. Newman, her husband and katie were 
precipitated into the north side of the alley. 
When Mr. Newman was taken out he was still 
breathing but was unconscious. In the 
adjoining house, No. 9 South Fourteenth 
street, one of the row, Mr. Charles Devere, 
a traveling man, aged 4 years, and 
his wife, aged 35 years, were asleep 
in the second-story frontroom. The building 
was thrown over into the cellar of No. 7. Both 
were dead when reached by the rescuing 
party. Agnes Beasley,aged 28 years, was visit- 
ing the Deveres, and was sleeping inthe mid- 
dieroom. Whenthis building fell into the 
cellar she was buried near the center wall. 
The body was recovered from the shadow of 
the toppling ruins of the adjoining 
house. Miss Bryant, ‘who was also in 
this house,escaped,as she has told you herself 
in her account of her experience, 

‘‘The fire broke out right after the explosion 
and before the dust had cleared away. It 
burned fiercely from the first or we could 
have reached Mr. and Mrs. Newman long be- 
fore we did. 

‘‘For a while consternation prevailed in that 
neighborhood. The inmates of the houses ran 
out into the streets screaming and shouting 
for each other. On all sides you could hear 
the shattering glass falling tothe street from 
the windows broken by the concussion. It 
was a terrible confusion and a scene that the 
people will not forget for many a day.’’

During 
the dayI smelled gas near thetront of the 
store and I says to Nir. Newman: ‘‘Gee whiz, 
it smells gas here.’’ Hesaid it did smell gas, 
and he went around and tried the gas burners 
in the store, but none of them 
leaked. He did not go down in 
the basement... The store was the only 
place he used gas. He used lamps up stairs. 
Down jinthe basement there was only some 
empty boxes and barrels. The gas meter whs 
up in front. The cellar windows were 
open in front. The gasoline tank 
had only about thirty-five galions 
of gasoline in it. Mr. Newtoan never sold any 
gasoline after dark. The tank was in the 
northwest corner of the building. There was 
a door On either side of it.’’

ALLEGED CROVKED WORK, 


Express Companies and the Interstate Com- 
merce Law—Kailroad News. 


CHICAGO, lll., November 1.—Lloyd Tevis of 
San Francisco, President of the Wells-Fargo 
express, was asked yesterday about the pros- 
pects of the express companies being put un- 


der the regulations prescribed by the inter- 
state commerce law. He thought such com- 
panies were indifferent to Governmental reg- 
ulation, provided a suitable law was enacted 
to bring it about—a condition not found at 
present in any section of the interstate law. 
The status of this question, according to de- 
vMopments before the interstate commerce 
commission, was about as follows: 

The Baitimore & Ohio road, in its relations 
with the United States Express Company, 
was practically in partnership with the lat- 
ter. Therailroad company allowed the Ex- 
press company to mooopolize the express 
business along its line, and in return there 
were receiyed a certain percentage of the 
gross receipts of the express 
company. The Adams - Company sus- 
tained similar relations to the Pennsylvania, 
tue latter receiving 40) cent 
of the gross receipts of express 
company. Itmightbe held, therefore, that 
the express companies were a part of the rail- 
road corporations, and consequently liable to 
the application of the terms of the interstate 
commerce law. The commission had not, as 
yet, decided that this was the case, however. 
Mr. Tevis felt that the other express compa- 
nies, which acted independently did not come 
within the provisions of the interstate law. 
He thought the commission would take this 
view of the case.

Indiana Coal Miners’ Troubles—Chicago Job

BRUTALITY OF THE POLICE IN ARRESTING 
EDITOR O'BRIEN. 


Proceedings in the Middleton Courtfon the 
Appeal — The Senténce Confirmed — 
O’Brien’s Attempts te Leave the Court- 
Room—A Terrible Struggle Between the 
Editor’s Friends and the Police—FExtra- 
ordinary Scenes in the Court-Room— 
Lodged in Jail.

DUBLIN, November 1.—The appeal of Mr. 
William O’Brien, the editor of Mnited Ireland,

Recorder,who decided

way p took place in the 
~ court-room as soon as 
the decision was an- 
/ nounced.The policeim- 
William O’ Brien. mediately surrounded 
Mr. O'Brien and attempted to arrest him. 
Mr. Hartington contended that the. police had 
no right to arrest him until the usual legal 
proceedure had been followed, and was sup- 
ported in his argument by the ruling of the 
Presiding Judge, whose declaration was,how- 
ever, treated with contempt by Capt. Stokes, 
who ordered the police to arrest Mr. O'Brien. 
A terrible struggle took place between Mr.

Mr. Dillon, Harrington and Dr. Tanner at 
once rushed to make resistance, and a scene 
of indescribable confusion followed. Several 
ladies in court fainted and were carried out. 
Mr. O’Brien resisted with all his might but 
was dragged out to the cells in the rear. 

In the collision not only Mr. O’Brien but Mr. 
Dillon, Harrington and Dr. Tanner were 
roughly msed. The excitement among the 
people in court was intense, and when the 
news of what was going on inside spread 
among the people on the outside it would 
have been impossible to prevent a disturbance 
but forthe exertions of the clergymen.

MckEnery in the case of Dr, Ford, who 
killed the seducer of his wife, wherein the 
Governor expressed his approval of the pages 
law. ‘The jury retired and remained long 
enough to reach the verdict of not guilty, 
which was received with enthusiastic cheers 
by the audience. It now stands on record by 
the decision of thisand other juries that the 
seducer can be killed in Louisiana by the rel- 
atives of the woman he had injured, at any 
time or underany circumstances, and that to 
shoot him down from ambush months after 
his offense has been made known ts no crime.

| WHAT THEY WANT. 


THE FRANCHISES SOUGHT BY THE STREET 
CAR AND RAILROAD COMPANIES. 


Some of the Valuable Rights Asked for by 
the Corporations in Bills Which Will Be 
Considered in the Municipal Assembly at 
the Session Opening on the Sth inst.— 
Forest Park Connections. 


Atthia season of the year the fancy of the 
city father reverts to the duties of law-making 
and franchise- granting, given o'er duripg the 
dull days of summer. Both branches of the 
Assembly meet onthe 8th inst., at the City 
Hali. The committee boxes of both Council 
and House are well filled with bills which 
were left over from the last session. So far 
the delegates claim they have heard of no new 
business. A report was circulated at 
the City Hall this week to the 
effect that Mr. Dwight Tredway, of the Cable 
company, did not intend to push any requests 
before the Assembly this winter. Mr. Tredway, 
last aession, was one of the most important 
figures in the lobby, and the announcement of 
his withdrawal from the contests for franchises 
was received with considerable surprise by the 
municipal law-makers. In all probability the 
company will be represented on the calendar 
of both branches. During the adjournment 
Mayor Francis, in anticipation of legislation, 
granted a permit to the St. Louis Cable & West- 
ern company to lay an additional track to the 
Cable amphitheater on the steam division. 
The Company gave security for compliance 
with the conditions of the permit, and agreed 
to urge the passage of the necessary ordinance 
at the coming session of the Municipal Assem- 
bly. 


In tae Council the most important 


measure of the session will be 
the bill vacating the streets near the 
foot of Miller streetin favor of the &t. Louls, 
Iron Mountain & Southern Rallroad. The 
claim advanced by the company in asking 
for this immense tract of valuable ground ts 
thatthe increment was recovered from the 
river sloughs by the railroad company, which 
brought the earth for filling the sleughs from 


Carondelet. This bill will be pushed in the 
Assembly asthe company now standsin the 
uncomfortable position of occupying more 
tracks on Main streetthan are authorized by 
ordinance. 

In the northern and western part of the 
city the St. Louis Transfer Company is anx- 
ious to make extensions. This company 
fought hard to beat the Merchants’ Terminal 
Company from getting its franchise. Now 
thatthere is little probability that that road 
will be built for a long time, the Transfer 
Company will have plenty of time 
in which to explain its objects to 
the Assembity. The bill now before the As- 
seinbly authorizes an extension northwardly 
to the city limits witha branch track to the 
Fair Grounds. 

The Union Avenue Railroad Company wants 
the rightto build and operate a steam line 
along Union avenue to Forest Park. This 
project has not met with much favor, 

house Bill No. 102 provides for an extension 
of the tracks of the Wabash & St. Louis and San 
Francisco roads in the railroad valley. 

An ordinance authorizing the st. Louis Bridge, 
Fair Grounds & Forest Park Elevated Reilroad 
Company to construct and maintain an ele- 
vated road along a route to connect the points 
named in the title is still in the House Com- 
mitttee box.

EDWIN BOOTH AND LAWRENCE BARRETT 
IN “JULIUS CESAR.” 


A Fine Audience Attendsthe Opening Per- 
formance of the Doubled Starred Com- 
bination—A Performance Without Any 
Thrills in It—The Soulless Form of Mr. 
Booth’s Acting—Contrasting Quali- 
‘ties of the Two Tragedians—‘‘Jim the 
Penman’”’ Scores a Saccess at the Grand— 
The Play and the Cast—Amusement 
Notes. 


There was a viand for all tastes at the Olym- 
pic last evening, where the Booth-Barrett 
combination presented the tragedy of ‘‘Julius 
Cmesar.’’ : 

The curious star-gazers had a _ horizon 
doubly spangled with luminaries, and if activ- 
ity is any index of enjoyment those who view 
the beauties of Shakspeare through opera- 
giasses had a delightfulevening. The student 
ofmen and methods onthe stage had every 
~ reason to feel satisfied, and the admirers of 
howling mobs had their ears filled with shouts 
of a Roman populace which would make a po- 
litical meeting envious. 

Here is a taste for all palates; dishes that 
each one might nibble ator leave untouched 
and still not goaway hungry. The play was 
presented in its entirety without the services 
of the pruning-knife and with an evident 
effort to have every detail carefully developed. 
fo say that it was spectacularly a represen- 
tation of the@tragedy or in.any sense a picture 
of Imperial Rome is impossible. A few big- 
jointed, cotton-tighted, tinsel-made soldiers 
can hardly represent the legions of Rome,and 
a fiddle and a brass horn do not adequately 
stand4or a decisive battle; nor doa couple of 
poles-fastened together, covered with a piece 
of ‘fur. and borne by four supers, 
fill the measure of glory in the way 
of funeral honors to the body of 
dead Cwsar. In this way it was no better and 
no worse than the average of combination 
tragedy. It should be said for the Roman 
populace that. it was a well-trained mob and 
shouted its shouts and spoke its lines with 
morethan usual intelligence and discrimina- 
tion, while the several touches of classic low- 
life were clever. 

Perhaps it is hardly possible that such great 
events as war and tlie pomp of state can ever 
be lifted entirely from absurdity on the stage, 
and perhaps it would hardly be fair to expect 
a double-starred combination performing at 
$2.50 aseat to attempt adequate scenic repre- 
sentations of clussic tragedy. One is tempted 
to ask, however, whether it is not both nig- 
gardly and undignified for the two leading 
sragedians of America to pay so little regard 
to their accessories. 

The intelligent mind therefore had to be con- 
tent-with astudy of contrasts, of men and 
methods, and the opera-glasses had all they 
could do shifting from Mr. Boothto Mr. Bar- 
rett and catching the varied expressions of 
two tragedy-cultivated faces. The opera- 
glasses rather hadthe best of the intelligent 
minds from the fact that they rested on the bes 
points in the performance. 

Mr. Booth’s facial expressions were all 
right; they faithfully mirrored the emotion of 
Srutus; his gestures were admirable and 
pointed a meaning to every line, and his read- 
mgs, with a suggestion of raggedness at times, 
were for the most part correct, well-modu- 
lated-and properly punctuated, thatisto say, 
the form of his Brutus was fine, but It was a 
mere hull, a hollow model with the outward 


resemblance perfect but with scarcely aspark 
of life within it. If Mr. Bootb exerted himself 
to strike the fire of true feeling or of genuine 
intensity from the creation which he essayed, 
the effort was not visible tothe audience, and 
there was scarcely a responsive thrill In the 
house. He ts the master of dramatic tech 
nigue. His genius, bis training, his quick in- 
‘elligence and experience enable him to get 
more glow with less heat than any other man 
on the stage; to construct a finished form with 
a few strokes which comes as near Iife as pos 
sible without having the breath of life actually 
reathed into its nostrils, and so he is de- 
e and following the trained 
abit of years with scarcely per- 
eptible tabor he gives a finished 
statue and bids his audience view it, admire it 
nd take it for flesh and blood. It Is the body 
with the soul gone, the picture of cold paint 
oes a giint of {nspiration, a mere lifeless 
mass of technique. Thereis no question of 
‘Mr. Booth’s genius, of what be has done, or 
fwhat he can do, but merely of what he 
oes. Measured by his achievement last even- 
ng it is ag little as the genius of the American 
Btuge, the admirable model of all that is con- 
ventionally perfect in acting could do. There 
was A dash of feeling inthe garden scene witb 
Portia, a mere spark of fire in the 
Oration, a elint or two of tntensity in the 
‘tentacene, and only the pathos which is in- 
‘separable from the theme and the dramatist’s 
work about the closing scenes in the life of 
the superb Roman. The rest was all facial 
play, gesture and sounding hollowness. It 
was not Mr. Booth, it was Mr. Booth’s 
method. 

Thereisa certain intellectuality, a subor- 
diaation of feeling to purposes and ends, a 
cynical, distrust and restiess energy and re- 
sources mingled somewhat strangely with a 
rash and impulsive temperament with which 
Mr. Barrett invests Cassius that mark a dis- 
tinct and interesting individuality. There are 
mguy points in the character of Cassius 
which fit Mr. Barrett to a nicety. He is the 
schemer tirst, the deep, politic, persuasive 
conspirator who taunts and = insinuates, 
fondies and commands until his ena has been 
gained; then be is the active, impulsive, rash- 
tempered s idier, and finally quick to despuair 
and brave tothe last. Mr. Barrett thinks Cas- 
sius finely, draws his character with skill and 
then plasters it with his own tindividualities 
and peculiarities until it is almost Barrett. 
\Yet, while he was just a bit cooled by contact 
with Mr. Booth’s varnish, he was vivorous 
and forceful, conscientious and studied, and 
he acted. Still it was a cold collation all 
through. There are not enovgeh thrilis in 
Mr. Burrett to share with any one else, so that 
in the end the audience bad to be content 
withthe husks and what of comparison and 
contrast was offered in the personalities and 
methods of the two actors. 

The contrast Was us strong as it could well 
be. Ido not think Mr. Booth {s best in Brutus. 
To me there is always the impression of subtie 
craftiness, of devilish capability and a certain 
innate cruelty and passion, linked with aspec- 
wlative and philosophte temperament about 
Mr. Booth which suyyests the savage. He is 
not the ideal of the calm, honest, open- 
hearted Roman who falls into the meshes of 
conspiracy. 
like aman and bears himself through them 
like a god. And yet he is too fine a waster of 
technique and is too intelligent toerr In his 
treatment, so that his Brutus is at leasta 
masterpiece of form as Mr. Barrett's Cassius 
is one of the best examples of his art. 

In the one there were ease, naturalness, 
grace andan apparently instinctive grasping 
of astrong word and the best point of a line 
orasituation, a quiet, contained, repressed 
dramatic force and realism. In the other 
there were theatric qualities, a carefully 
studied conception of his character 
and situation, an inteilectual fine 
ness and intensity which never loses 
consciousness of self. The tent scene 
threw these contrasting qualities into strong 
relief. LTlike Mr, Booth’'s idea of Brutus in the 
quarrel, Suchaman could not be anything 
else but tauntingly quiet, the perfect foil to 
his choleric and more unscrupulous friend.

“JIM THE PENMAN.” 


The Successful Opening Performance of the 
Play at the Grand. 


‘‘Jim the Penman’’ fsa quiet society play, 
ingeniously constructed. It is not filled to the 
brim with exciting situations and has little 
value as a literary production, yet it grasps 
and holds the attention. Effects are obtained 
throughout in an intense rather than a 
Vigorous manner. Occasionally there crops 
out an old play-making conventionulism. ‘‘I 
see it all now!’’ and ‘‘touch me at your peril!’’ 
are ancient friends from the melodrama. 
There are other odors from that garden in 
Some situations; in the opportune appear- 
ance of the detective, Capt. Redwood, at 
critical moments, and inthe baflling of Baron 
Hartfeld. Altogether itis a play that people 
with weak nerves will enjoy. The intensity 
is never overworked, the trying situations are 
not prolonged. There is no opportunity for 
tears from the first scene to the lust. Death is 
robbed of horror and only serves as a fitting 
climax. An actor running the manugcript 
sheets through his fingers, without stopping 
to read, could seethat ‘‘Jim the Penman’’ 
would ‘‘play well.’’ There are no long 
speeches, and Sir Charles Young 
rested his pen often to give the 
actor opportunity for **business.’’ ‘lhe story 
of the play should be familiar to all who read 
the dramatic matter printed inthe newspapers 
daily. ‘‘Jim the Penman’’ is James Ralston, 
who, being cursed with atalent for imitating 
the handwriting of others, uses tiiat tulent to 
enrich himself. He and Baron Hartfeld are 
inembers of a forgers’ combine which they 
refertoin conversation as ‘‘the company.’’ 
Their co-laborers are ‘‘the shareholders’’ in 
thecompany. Ralston'’s criminal career ap- 
parently begins with the forging oftwo letters 
which break off the engagement between Nina 
L’Estrange and Louis Percival. The latter 
g0es away to Ainerica soon afterward, having 
lost his entire fortune through one of ‘‘Jim 
the Penman’s’’ clever forgeries. Ralston 
marries Nina, and the play opens in their 
drawing-room years after. He has 
gained wealth and position, their 
daughter Agnes is engaged to be married to 
Lord Drelincourt and their son Jack is in. the 
Royal Engineers. Ralston does not wish to 
pursue his criminal career further, but 

fartfeld induces him to undertake «ne last 
job. He forges an order on the Bank of En- 
gland forthe Drelincourt diamonds. The box 
is obtained but the fraud jis instantly discov- 
ered and Hartfeld, to escape detection, com- 
pels Ralston to accept hiin as a guest. The 
forger is anxious to be rid of his old associate 
and they baryain forthe delivery of the dia- 
monds to Ralston in consideration of £75,000, 
to be paid by him tu Hartfeid. Louls Percival 
has returned from Americaon a hope held out 
by detectives that the forger who ruined 
him has been discovered. He meets 
Mrs. Ralston and they have 
a conversation of cross purposes, 
which is the prettiest bit of writing in the 
play. It results in the disclosure that both 
had been faithful to the love of their youth 
but had been parted by forgery. ‘‘lam nota 
sentimental woman,’’ says Mrs. Ralston, 
‘‘and I suppose that what isis best,’’ Dut 
should she ever learn who it was that sep- 
arated her from Louis Percival she will have 
her revenge. Inthe firstscene Ralston writes 
his wife’s name in a charity subscription- 
book at her request, unconsciously imitating 
her girlish signature. The fair beggar sends 
the book to Mrs. Ralston with a request for 
the remittance of the sum subscribed, This 
furnishes the basis for really the strongest 
scene inthe play. Mr. and Mrs. Ralston are 
seated in their library reading letters. She 
looks through the book to find the subscription 
thatshe does not remember having written. 
Then for fifteen minutes the stage is silent. 
The time ts filled with business, and perfectly 
filled by Miss Ada Dyas. From pleased sur- 
prise at finding her husband had so well imil- 
tated her signature she passes slowly to a 
deeper study of the imitation. It occurs to 
her to compare the imitation with the forved 
letters that separated her from Percival twen- 
ty-five years before. The faint suspicion that 
the same hand was thetracer of the letters is 
borne in on her stronger and stronger until it 
grows to belief that she has found the forger. 
She accuses Ralston of it, he denies his guilt, 
but so slinkingly she is convinced more than 
ever. Perce. val, who has been told by Capt. 
Redwood that Ralston is ‘‘Jim the Penman,’’ 
tells herof{this. Ralston is then forced to go 
through a series of trying scenes,the last being 
on the day of his daughter's 
wedding. Redwood has secured the 
Drelincourt diamonds from Hartfeid’s room 
and appears on the scene as the latter is accus- 
ing Ralston of stealingthem to avoid paying 
the £75,000. Resourceful Ralston pays Red- 
wood £5,000 reward for the recovery, adds 
£5,000 more out of mere generosity, and an- 
nounces his intention of giving the remainder 
of the sum he was to have paid Hartfeld to 
Percival, bis friend, who was ruined by a for- 
gery. Hartfeld triesto obtain possession of 
the money; thereisa strugule in which the 
Baron ts beaten, but the exert#on has been too 
much for Ralston, who suffers from heart dis- 
ease. Hesinks into a chair and dies. The 
death scene is as quiet as the drawing-room 
conversation of the first scene. Itis too quiet.

Miss Dyss is an actress who understands 
herart.

W. J. Ferguson as Capt. Redwood, 
a detective, playing the part of a silly inoffen- 
sive wan about town, did the best work of the 
cast. Heis adapted to the part and works 
with polished ease that makes his climaxes 
telluponthe audience. Charles Overton as 
Louis Pervival, and Jos. E. Whiting as James 
Ralston were very effective. The company is 
ec mposed of good people, admirably selected 
and carefully trained to the even caim neces- 
sary to a proper presentation of the play.

JUDGE LUBKE SETS ASIDE THE SALE OF 
PROVIDENT BANK ASSETS. 


A Vigorous Protest by a Creditor Accom- 
panied With a Bid—Sealed Bids to Be 
Received This Week—Judge Seddon on 
Harbor Dues in Cases of Interstate Trans- 
fer Business—The Kaub Pulley Concern— 
Corporation Matters—New Applications 
for Divorce. 


The recent sale of the remaining assets of 
the Provident Savings Bank was set aside this 
morning by Judge Lubke in Court No.1. The 
Court had previously announced that it would 
hear the objectionsof the parties interested 
atthe motion hour to-day, and accordingly

| the matter was called up, ex-Judge E. B. 
Adams being present in behalf of the Re, 


ceiver, and Herman A. Haeussler appearing 
in hisown behalf as a creditor and stock- 
holder of the wrecked bank. He made the 
following statement to the Court in support of 
his reasonsfor asking that the sale be set 
aside: 


Prior tothe sale he in open court, 
presence of the receiver’s attorne asked 
that the sale be made in bulk, and that it 
should be announced that ifat the close a bid 
should be made for all the assets in excess of 
the single bids, then all the assets would be 
sold in bulk. He also asked that the books of 
the bank should in no event be sold 

Prior to the commencement of the 
sale he again requested the receiver 
and his attorney to make such _  an- 
nouncement, and it was refused. As 
soon as the sale was closed he offered openly 
that if the personal assets were putup as the 
whole he would start them at $7,000, being 
over $250 in excess of what they had realized. 

He ig still willing to start the entire batch of 
personal assets if put up under the hammer in 
a lump, and is also he to startall the as- 
sets, real and personal, if so put up at $27,500, 
over $330 in excess of what was the total sum 
realized at the sale. 

Following the announcement there was 
some little discussion between counsel for the 
receiver, Geo. W. Taussig and H. A. Haenss- 
ler. Itresulted in the Court setting aside the 
sale and directing the receiver to prepare an 
order inviting sealed bids for the a in 
three divisions: one for the real estate 
lump; two for the Sedalia & War- 
saw bonds; three for the remainder 
of the personal assets in bulk. 
These bids will be received during the present 
week, and will be opened in court next Mon- 
day morning. If the highest bids do not ex- 
ceed the maximum sums quoted above the re- 

ceiver will be instructedto announce another 
sale at auction within fifteen days. Mr. Haeuss- 
ler will be required to give his guarantee 
in accordance with the statement published 
above. 

The effect of this will be to delay the declar. 
ation of a third dividend, for which all the de- 
positors are anxiously looking. In any event, 
however, the receiver bopes to announce a 
payment before Thanksgiving. The court atill 
holds up the decision upon the question of the 
liability of the directors of the bank for the 
Anchor Milling Company's indebtedness, but 
that would not affect the payment of the third 
dividend, 


The City’s Harbor Dues. 


Judge Seddon te-day rendered adecision in 
the transfer steamer harbor license suit of 
the city against the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Company. Some points of interest are touched 


upon in this controversy. The Court says: 

‘*‘The provisions of the charter of St. Louis 
grantthe city the right to regulate and license 
all ferries and towboats and other watercraft 
into or out of, or within, the  har- 
bor, and to charge and collect wharfage 
and tonnage dues. If the authority 
bad not been expressly given the city would 
perhaps have it, as the owner of an improved 
wharf inde pendently ofany wrant. The doc- 
trine is now thorenghly established that the 
imposition of wharfage dues for the use of an 
improved wharf laid on boats engaged in inter- 
state coinmerceé does not violate the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, provided that the 
dues are reasonable and just. 

‘*The Court does not think that the ordinance 
could be upheld under the simple power to 
regulate and license as against boats engaged 
in interstate commerce. The power of the 
States to establM#h ferries and impose condi- 
tions under which they ehall be operated is 
not doubted, butin this case the fee of #20 a 
month is called in the ordinance alicense and 
it provides that itis in lieu of wharfage dues, 
and the petition alleges that the steamers 
make use of the whart. The demurrer is 
overruled,.’’

Theobald Rudler has entered a petition in 
the Circuit Court for a decree of divorce from 
Josephine Rudier.

WILL TEST THE LAW 


MR. CHARLES SPAULDING TO BRING SUIT 
AGAINST CONSTABLE MURPHY.

The Outcome of the Assaulton the Olympio 
Theater Saturday Night—Mr. Spaulding 
Indignant at the Action of the Justice’s 
Ofiicers—He Describes How They Took 
Possession of His Property and Menaced 
the safety of the Theater Employes—The 
Attachment Suit Against the Minstrel 
Company Settled—A Case Which Will Be 
Watched With Interest. 


The Attempt of Constable Ed Murphy of Jus- 
tice Kane’s court to collect a bill for the ‘‘Ha- 
vanas,’’ a musical team now playing at the 
Palace Theater, from Sweatnam, Rice and 
Fagan’s minstrels at the Olympic Theater Sat- 
urday night will resuitin more than the con- 
stable expected. A full account of the trouble 
at the theater was given in the Post-DISPATCH 
of Sunday. 

Mr. Charles Spaulding, proprietor of the 
Olympic, who happened to have arrived inthe 
city, witnessed tie attempt of the constable 
and his deputies to attach the property of the 
mninstrels, agd he says he proposes to discover 
whether a man has any rights which a con- 
stable is bound to respect or not. He has en- 
gaged Mr. Charles Joy to prosecute the con- 
stable criminally and also to bring suit on his 
bond for damages. 

MR. SPAULDING 
was indignant over the action of the constable 
and his deputies and nenounced it in unmeas- 
ured terms. 

‘*Iproposeto test this matter fully,’’ said 
he to « Post- DISPATCH reporter, ‘‘and to learn 
whether constables have a legal right to do 
what those fellows did Saturday night. If they 
have, allright. I will know how to act, and if 
not, why I will protect my property in future. 
These men came to the theater drunk 
and took possession of it. That is the 


only wav Ican describe it. They attempted 
to take the money out of the box-office, and 
when it was closed threatened to brenk it 
open, and tried to break down the door. Then 
went to the stage entrance and 
broke the door open and entered, with drawn 
revolvers. They took pessession of the 
gtuge, Spit tobacco juice on the floor and 
sinoked cigars and cigarettes there. They 
not only held the stave und the baggage of the 
company, but they refused to allow any one 
to go outorcome inthe stage door, and any 
one compelled to go out or in did so atthe 
peril of his life. They refused to leave my 
house on Saturday night, and I had to hire 
mento watch them.’” It was not until 6
